A large part of the suitable farm 
labor force is made up of European 
immigrants, But for these, prairie 
agriculture would be in a bad state.

Unless a farmer is willing to pro- 
vide year-round work at a Wage in 
keeping with the times, he can’t ex- 
pect to get good help, Nobody with 
farming experience is going to give 
up a city job for a couple of months 
each fall to help take off the crop. 
It doesn’t pay. 

Farm labor ought to be more per- 
manent and specialized, even profes- 
sionalized, Otherwise farmers must 
be prepared to pay much better 
wages for the short periods they need 
help. There's a third alternative — 
to create a national labor force, such 
as the army, for such annual tasks. 
But that’s a last resort.

PLASTIC-COVERED MEAT 


A new idea for selling meat to 
consumer is being promoted in the 
United States. It involves dippin-in 
plastic meats which are aimed at 
boosting self-service meat business, 

The plastic coverings come in two 
kinds: One where the meat is cooked 
by the housewife right in the plastic; 
the second type where the plastic 
is pulled off just before cooking, 

The first system makes use of a 
ployester film that remains covering 
the meat throught cooking. One of 
the ideas behind this is by cooking 
meat this way, the houstwife has 
no dirty pans to clean. 

In the second system a colorless 
liquid coating of plastic is poured 
over the meat.

DIDSBURY SCHOOL HOST 
TO 534 STUDENTS 


There were 53 beginners at Dids- 
bury school when the first bell rang 
last week and a total registration of 
534 pupils who will haunt the halls of 
learning here this term.
